BIOGRAPHIES 



Timothy Ying performed for over 20 years as first 
violinist of the Ying Quartet. With the group he 
appeared in every major city in North America, and 
made tours abroad to Europe, the Far East, and 
Australia. A winner of the prestigious Naumburg 
Chamber Music Award, he also won a Grammy 
Award for Best Classical Crossover Recording and 
three Grammy nominations in the categories of Best 
Chamber Music and Large Jazz Ensemble recordings. 
He has been the recipient of grants from the National 
Endowment for the Arts and from Chamber Music 
America, and was a tenured faculty member at the 
Eastman School, where he served as chair of the 
Chamber Music department. For seven years he was 
one of the Blodgett Artists-in-Residence at Harvard 
University. Timothy Ying currently lives in Toronto with 
his wife Catherine and their three children, and teaches 
at the University of Toronto and the Royal Conservatory. 


One of Canada’s most sought after collaborative 
pianists, Lydia Wong appears regularly with the 
world’s pre-eminent performers. Venues across the 
globe from Carnegie Recital Hall in New York City to 
London’s Wigmore Hall have featured her expertise. 
Active in new music, Lydia has enjoyed a particular 
association with Krzysztof Penderecki performing his 
works around the world. She can be heard on Naxos, 
Centrediscs, Marquis Classics and Phoenix Records 
and has performed for networks in North America, 
Africa and Europe besides broadcasting regularly for 
the CBC. Her CD, American Flute Masterpieces with 
flutist Susan Hoeppner was nominated for a 2012 Juno 
Award. A graduate of the University of Toronto and the 
Guildhall School of Music and Drama, Lydia Wong was 
artistic co-ordinator of the summer Collaborative Piano 
Internship program at the Banff Centre from 2008- 
2016 where she had been on faculty since 1993 and 
has been on faculty at the University of Toronto since 
2000 where she was appointed Head of the Piano 
Department in 2016.
